ORDERED*  That  the  said  aoDlication  for  the  recall  and 
revocation  of  the  summonses  heretofore  ordered  to  be  issued  for 
Lt.  Gen,  HASHIMOTO,  Toi’.nosuke,  Gen,  YAMADA,  Otozo,  Lt,  Gen, 
YOSHIOKA,  Yasunao,  FURUICE ,  Tadaljukl  (also  known  as  Tadayuki)  , 
and  TAKEBE,  Rokuzo,  as  witnesses  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  ac¬ 
cused  UMEZU,  Yoshijlro,  be  denied;  and  it  is  further 

ORDERED:  That  the  said  order  of  the  Tribunal  hereto¬ 
fore  made,  signed  and  entered  on  the  l6th  day  of  September,  19^6 
be  amended  by  adding  two  new  and  additional  paragraphs  to  said 
order,  to  read  as  follows* 

"It  is  further  ORDERED*  That  execution  and

HASHIMOTO,  Toranosuke,  Gen,  YAIIADA,  Otozo,  Lt,  Gen. 


YOSHIOKA,  Yasunao,  FURUIH ,  Tadaijuki  (also  known  as 
Tadajrukl) ,  and  TAKEBE,  RoknzO)  at  the  places  where 
said  persons  are  now  located  or  held^  and  the  accused 
is  granted  permission  to  file  an  application  for  the 
service  of  the  summonses  heretofore  Issued  for  the 
said  witnesses,  if  the  same  be  found  necessary  for  the 
proper  defense  of  the  accused  in  this  case,  as  the 
result  of  the  afore-said  Interrogations." 

And  it  is  further  ORDERED t  That  in  each  and  all  other 
respects,  the  said  order  of  the  Tribunal  of  l6  September,  1946, 
shall  be  and  remain  as  originally  made,  signed  and  entered, 
and  in  full  force  and  effect.
